SItaatloa Not Critical. 


Chefoo, Aug. 15.—Consul 
Ragsdale 
has just received a cipher dispatch by 
runner from Minister Conger. It saya: 
**The situation is not critical. 
The 
Chinese government is trying to force 
vs to leave Peking. It is impossible till 
troops arrive.” 


CoBvev Scaéa a Mcaaas«. 
W ashington, Aug. 15.—At the close 
of the olficial day at the state depart­ 
m e n t the following official announce­ 
m en t was bulletined: 


“The departm ent of state announces that 
n mtrssage from M inister Conger has been 
received, but of uncertain dàte and not 
in reply to the telegram sent to him on 
August S. It will not be made public.” 


This came at the conclusion of a 
period of intense expectancy, and yet 
one devoid of any 
actual 
develop* 
nienfH, save in the foregoing m eager 
announcement. 
It was stated 
au­ 
thoritatively th a t while the message 
was of a confidential character, and 
for that reason could not and would 
not be* given out, yet. a.s a means of 
alhiying' possible m isinterpretation, it 
could be said that the dispatch showed 
iieiilier a better condition nor a worse 
condition on the part of the legation- 
ers at Peking. 
It did not indicate 
w hether M inister Conger has, or has 
not. received any messages from this 
government. 
Nothing was contained 
in the message which will cause any 
eharige in the instructions to Gen. 
(^hatlee. In fact, it was stated In this 
same authoritative q u arte r th at the 
only additional instructions sent to 
(!t n. ('hatt'ee since he left W ashington 
were tho.«e of a more specific and ex­ 
plicit nature, whieli the developments 
in China and the inform ation received 
by the war departm ent necessitated. 


X» \Vi»ri1 ^rom CliiifYee. 
Throughout the day word was anx­ 
iously awaited from (Jen. ChalTet* as 
to the develpopment of the m ilitary 
situation near I’eking. but not a word 
came, nor did Admiral Kemey send 
anything on the situation. 
The last 
heard from (¡en. Chatïee he was at 
llo-.Si-Wu, and, according to calcula­ 
tions, he m ust now be very near Pe­ 
king, unless events have occurred to 
delaj' the advance. 
The oificials are 
taking into account th a t an advance 
even up to IVking leaves much to be 
nccompli.shed in a m ilitary way. 
It 
wa.ï! staled by an ofTicial who has lived 
at Peking that nothing short of the 
heaviest artillery couhl make any im­ 
pression upon the walls of the 
im­ 
perial city. 
He said light artillery 
would be of no avail, and for that rea­ 
son the advance of a flying column 
even up to the walls of tiie city could 
ctTect little if a 
stubborn 
defense 
were determined upon. The walls are 
some 50 feet high and wide enough 
on top 
for two 
coaches 
to 
pass 
abreast. From an olVensive standpoint, 
the walls afTord opportunity lor j>lant- 
ing guns, whih‘ 
from 
a 
«left-nslve 
siand|)ointthey could not be breached, 
except by the use of very heavy pro­ 
jectiles.

Although the sitiuition adm its of 
th e prospect of an assault upon Pe­ 
king. yet government otticials were 
decidi'dly more hopeful that a solu- 
tiiut of the Chinese prttblem wouhl be 
fount] without recourse to such heroic 
measures. 
The im|»roved feelinj;- is 
ba.‘ied largely on the belief that China, 
realizing that the sacred capital is 
about to bo besieged by the armies 
of the world, will yield everythhig, 
and that the legationers will be de­ 
livered on the term s of the allies, 
TrooiiM at Shanislial. 


The attitude of the United States 
concerning the landing 
of 
British 
troops at Shangliai has been made 
known to the foreign governm ents 
through thi'ir representatives 
here. 
This has had the effect of practically 
elim inating the United .States from 
the question. N either the French nor 
th e (ierman government is disposed 
to accept calmly the landing of Brit­ 
ish troops, and it is umlerstood that 
PtroAg 
representations, 
both 
from

The state board of tax commiggion- 
ers is endeavoring to bring 
about 
equal taxation in Micliigan as near as 
jnny be under the present law. 


But the commission is not doiftg 
that. In Berrien connty it proiioses to 
bring about unequal taxation. 
The 
residence portion of Benton Harbor 
and every other city in the state is 
assessed at not more than 60 per cent 
of what the pieces of property can be 
purchased for. 
The tax commission 
jwpposes to allow tliese nssoHsments to 
Htand while the mortgages assessed at 
70 per c<iut of their value are to bear 
a 100 per cent assi*ssment. No farm 
ill Michigan is assessed at full cash 
value while the tax commission pro- 


notes and mortgages are assessed at 
fu ll value. 


As pointed out in the case of John 
A. Mays in this column yesterday the 
state tax 
commission 
proposes to. 
confiscate 
certain property in this 
liounty. 
Until all other property is 
assessed at full value it is rank in- 
jnstice to tax personal property at full 
value. 


A few motnths ago Milo D. Camp­ 
bell, president of tlie tax commission, 
•was a candidate for governor. 
He 
ilelivered addresses before farmers’ 
(ilubs whenever he was invited. 
He 
had preiwred an excellent address. Its 
opening sentences were in regard to 
the inetiuality of tax collection in 
Michigan. 
He told the farmers that 
tliey could not hide th<^*ir acres when 
the assessor called, that their sheep 
'would not crawl into crevices in the 
rocks but would stand forth to be 
counted, while other forms of proper­ 
ty the state over took a vacation at as-

To get one 
of the clumsy carts down the steep 
and shelving incliiio to the river re­ 
quires considerable engineering skill, 
and accidents are not infrequent. 
When the edge of the ferry is reached 
the whole team must be unhitched, 
and* each animal got oa board as beat 
it can be. 


Some animals make no trouble, and 
will give a mighty bound, landiing 
somewhere or everywhere, to the im­ 
minent peril of any passenger# on 
board. When an animal refuse« to 
budge—^an occurrence at almost every 
crossing^its head is bandaged and it 
is led' around* and around for a long 
time, so as to induce it to forget all 
about tho ferryboat.

On the farther bank another excit­ 
ing struggle occurs.

Thu« the “Closed Hand^' claims to be 
merely a gymnastic association, with­ 
out any religious or philosophic tend­ 
encies. It aims at a race w'ar, a war 
of revenge, against the Manchus, the 
conquerors of China. But its branch, 
the Boxers, leaves to the future the 
settlement of that question, and alms 
at the destruction of the Europeans, 
whose inflltration Into China is of 
more recent date and is sure, if unre­ 
stricted, to absorb and conquer peace­ 
fully the Chinese race as thoroughly 
as it has been subjugated by the Man­ 
chus, 


These associations Include all the 
disappointed men who have passed 
those examinations without which no 
office can be obtained in China, but 
which do not guarantee the holding 
of such offices, for there are more ap­ 
plicants than places, Tuese ore at the 
head of most of the secret societies, 
They teach to the uneducated mem­ 
bers that the invasion of foreigners 
has caused the misery and want of 
work r«centlx |o |>revale^( in China.
